—-The allies are continuing to press 
the German line slowly backward in 
Belgium but there is no evidence of 
further gains in northern Fiance. 
Lille, which is in the center of 
the 
German

ments, is being desperately held. to 
serve apparently as a pivot. 
North of Lille, the Germans are 
giving ground. 
At one point on the 
Belgian 
border— W arneton— the al­ 
lies arc only five miles to the west 
of th** Lille 
perpendicular, 
while 
three miles farther south, at 
Me- 
nin. they have swung a mile or two 
past the Lille line. 
South of Lille, however, no gains 
have been reported. 
The brief pro­ 
gress eastward in the French pivot­ 
al movement from Arras has 
been 
forced to a standstill by desperate 
German resistance at La Bassie. The 
immense importance to 
the 
Ger­ 
mans of saving 
their 
communica­ 
tions from a French eastward swing 
at Arras, apparent Iv has led to 
a 
larger 
concentration 
of

Von 
Boehn’s army south of 
Lille 
than to the north 
If the Germans 
can do so. they will hold Lille as a 
pivot for themselves, just as 
the 
French are u-ing Arras, twenty-five 
miles to the southwest, for that pur­ 
pose. 
lf the pressure of the allies 
in Belgium becomes too strong for 
resistance alon^ 
the present line, 
the Germans will 
probably 
bend 
their northern line backward, that 


is, to the east from Lille. 
South of 
Lille they will endeavor 
to 
hold 
their front in its present perpendicu­ 
lar. 
This strategy, if 
continued, will 
eventually lead to the Germans be­ 
ing pushed back through northern 
Belgium to Antwerp. 
This battle 
front, by following a zig-zag course, 
will afford the best protection 
to 
their communications that the 
cir­ 
cumstances allow. 
Their line can 
bend northeast from Lille to 
Ant­ 
werp 
without 
endangering 
their 
main railway supply system. 
But 
once the allies begin to make per­ 
sistent progress to the east south of 
Lille, and particularly from Arras, 
great danger will force the 
entire 
German hold on 
French territory. 
Liege, where the chief German line 
of communications enters home ter­ 
ritory, is almost due east of Lille. 
The zone of safety for the 
Ger­ 
mans, therefore, is 
south 
of the 
Lille-Liege parallel. 
For this rea­ 
son the Germans must prevent at all 
costs, an allied advance in force be­ 
low' Lille. 
To the present 
they 
have been, on the whole, successful 
in this effort. 
They must continue 
that strategy, even at the expense of 
losing all Belgium from the boun­ 
dary line north of Lille, 
to 
Ant­ 
werp or beyond. Extensive advances 
by the allies north of Lille would 
not. 
under 
present circumstances, 
be decisive: south of Lille is 
the 
area that must be watched for de­ 
velopments of major strategy.

LONDON, Oct. 
22.— The British 
foreign office today sent a note to all 
foreign powers 
formally 
notifying 
them of the government’s intention 
to remove from the Suez canal all 
German and 
Austrian ships which 
have taken refuge there and which 
have not already been detained on 
account of hostile acts. 
The British government holds that 
the German and Austrian vessels are 
putting the canal ports to a use that 
was never contemplated by the canal 
convention. It is reported here that 
incidents have occurred w'hich have 
led the government to believe that 
these alien enemies contemplate an 
attempt to destroy the canal.

PARIS, Oct. 22.— The allies have 
pushed a wedge through the invad­ 
ing forces thirteen miles north of 
Lille and have pushed their forces 
east of Lille. 
The advantage gained 
is only two miles, but military head­ 
quarters here call it important. The 
allies are now' in a position to en­ 
velop the German right flank. 
Must T^eave Lille 
Officials declare that the center 
of the German right flank has been 
pierced and that it is only a ques­ 
tion of a short time when the Ger­ 
man headquarters 
at 
Lille m ust 
move eastward or be lost. 
In a distance of only 45 m iles 
three separate and distinct battles 
of extreme violence are in progress. 
From Nieuport, ten m iles southeast. 
to Dixmude, the Belgian army, rein­ 
forced by the naval brigade and cov- 
erad by the guns of the British war 
fleet, are rolling the Germans back. 
It is declared that the Germans have 
left ten thousand dead and wounded 
on the field. 
Beginning at Ypres and extending 
nine and one-half m iles southeast

The Germans were forced bade 
nearly three miles along this front 
last night.

one dose has worn off. another dose 
of the same drug must be taken or 
discomfort follows, but if nutrition 
is wanted, a hundred different foods 
will supply the demand with equally 
satisfactory results. 
“Tea and coffee 
are never taken 
because of any small nutritive ele­ 
ment they may contain. Some drink 
them in small quantities merely be­ 
cause the taste is agreeanle, or to 
wash down solid food. 
“On the other hand, if a sufficient 
quantity is habitually taken, so that 
when they are discontinued, uncom­ 
fortable symptoms follow, then it is 
evident that a drug habit has been 
formed. 
“ If, for example, a person habitu­ 
ally drinks so much coffee for break­ 
fast that on omitting it he ‘misses 
something’ during the forenoon, he 
ma.v he set down
